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Introduction 


This document is a summary listing final reports, publications, 
and presentations resulting from the Atlantic Outer Continental 
Shelf (OCS) Region Studies Program. This report was first 
published in 1985 (MMS 85-0112). Final reports are a result of 
contracts with the private sector and academia or of agreements 
and memoranda of understanding with other federal agencies. 
Publications include federal agency technical reports and papers 
published in scientific journals. Presentations include 
scientific and less formal meetings where results of Studies 
funded by the Bureau of Land Management or the Minerals 
Management Service (MMS) were discussed. In some cases, 
abstracts which were required for the presentation are also 
included. 


This document is organized by North Atlantic, Mid-Atlantic, and 
South Atlantic lease sale Planning Areas. Reports and 
publications which cross planning area boundaries or which are 
generic in nature are presented under Multiregional Studies. 
Entries within each planning area are further grouped by study 
categories, which include Conferences and Workshops, 
Environmental Inventories and Assessments, Biology, Drill Site 
Monitoring, Endangered Species, Geology and Chemistry, Physical 
Oceanography, Oil Spill Studies, and Socioeconomics. These study 
categories were chosen as a convenient way to organize this 
document.
